Peter Erickson, 59 years old, 721 
Cummings avenue, Waukegan, on Mon- 
day afternoon carried out a threat to 
take his own life which he first made 
about 20 years ago and which he reiter- 
ated ever since. Driven to drink by 
ill health, he is said to have commited 
the rash act while under the influence 
of liquor. The 38 calibre bullet enter- 
ed his head over one eye and then took 
a downward course. He was rushed to 
the Jane. McAIister. 

Erickson had lived in Waukegan for 
the last seven or eight years, having 
been employed up to recently unloading 
coal cars at the sugar refinery. He 
suffered considerably of kidney trouble. 
Last Thursday he was unable to work, 
on Friday according to his son-in-law, 
Gus Hammonlond, he began drinking 
heavily, each day he' made threats 
that he was going to end his own life. 

Monday afternoon his wife called in 
Rev. Vidberg pastor of the Swedish 
Baptist church, thinking that perhaps 
he could place her husband in a mure 
cheerful frame of mind. Several times 
while talking co the minister, Erickson 
would make a trip to the basement to 
take a drink. He had purchased a gal- 
lon jug of whisky only last Saturday 
night. 

Later in the afternoon he seemed to 
be in a more cheerful frame of mind 
and his wife thought that he had for- 
gotten about his threat to take his own 
life.- 

Leaving his wife and the minister 
talking in. the living room, Erickson 
stepped across into the parlor which 
adjoins. Barely had he stepped across 
the threshhqld when there was a flash 

of flame, an explosion and the sound of 

a falling body. . Mrs. Erickson rushed 

forward and found her husband with 

the blood issuing from a wound in his 

temple. 

She at once summoned the police 
and an ambulance. When the police 
arrived Erickson- had sufficient con- 
sciousness to raise his head as he said 
it pained him. 

He was rushed to the hospital with 

all possible speed and everything pos- 
sible was done to save his life but he 

died at nine o'clock in the evening.

A Sermon Appropriate to the Occasion 
Will Be Preached by Pastor 

This new movement, started a few 
short years ago, is one of the most 
unique organizations of the day. There 
are no dues. There are no social gather- 
ings. There is nothing 'to be done ex- 
cept to set apart one day in the year, 
the second Sunday in May to pay rever- 
ence to one's mother. The badge is a 
white carnation. There are no funds 
to be raised and at no time is any per- 
son autorized to collect funds or in any 
way do anything of a commercial 
nature connected with the celebration. 

When Miss Jarvis originated this idea 
Bhe little thought that the spirit would 
bo thoroughly permeate not only this 
country but reach literally the world 
over in her effort to pay special trib- 
ute to mother love. 

It has been her suggestion from the 
first that on that day .every one pay 
somR special compliment and favor to 
his or her mother or to any mothers 
Those mothers who are distanced from 
their own children and cannot receive 
from them these little duties of respect 
appreciate the thought that in their 
children who are placed elsewhere will 
that day be remembering some other 
mother. Thus the spirit of loving ex- 
change is carried on and developed to 
the very ends of the earth. 

In these five years the organization 
has become unbounded by land or sea 
and has some of its most active partici- 
pants in China, Japan, South America, 
Africa and other far away countries. 
In the first place Miss Jarvis asked the 
ministers to observe this day and that 
every son and daughter in Philadelphia 
wear a white carnation. The papers 
took it up for her and pulpits and the 
people responded. The night proceed- 
ing the first Mother's Day in Philadel- 
phia every white carnation had been 
sold and white roses and even white 
bits of ribbon were resorted to in the 
absence of the carnation. 

Following this Miss Jarvis was liter- 
ally submerged with requests as to 
what might be done in Sunday Schools, 
day schools and other organizations to 
fix the celebration for this day. In 
reply to these she has spent much time 
and money but has been glad to do 
this in her appreciation of the atten- 
tion that people bestowed upon her 
original thought. 

In many states of the Union last 
year the Governors issued a proclama- 
tion for Mother's Day, which in its 
simplicity and its far reaching interest 
is bound to become a permanent and 
much loved day. 

Miss Jarvis' slogan for this organiza- 
tion is "In honor of the beBt mother 
that ever lived,— your mother."

People generally did not realize when 
the newB came out recently how- exten- 
sive a land deal Dr. W. B. V. Ames of 
Chicago had carried through just north 
of Libertyville and only during the past 
few days has the enormity of the pur- 
chase and the extent of the Chicago 
doctor's plans become known. 

When it is known that Dr. Ames has 
purchased or closed contracts for 557 
acres of farm land of some of the finest 
farms lying just north of Libertyville 
and;running to the old plank road, it is 
seen that the deal is by means a minor 
one, in fact it goes into history as one 
of the biggest ever put through in the 
vicinity of Libertyville. 

Here are the farms which Dr. Ames 
has contracted for or purchased out- 
right: 

Byron Colby, 176 acres (contracted 
for at $25,000.) 

Robert Dady 164 acres at $100 acre, 
purchased. (This is the old Ira Harris 
farm) $16,400. 

Thomas Corlett, 80 acres at $117.50 
acre (contracted for) $9,400. 

Mrs Emily Peterson 80 acres at $115 
acre purchased for $9,200. This is the 
old Conkie place. 

Leask farm, 57 acres, at $100 acre, 
this is the old Knox farm, purchased 
for $5,700. 

It is thus seen that the doctor has 
planned to invest $65,700 in land alone, 
and it is said his improvements as plan- 
ned will run into thousands and thous- 
ands of dollars. 

Dr. Ames plans building a large arti- 
ficial lake, probably in the Corlett farm 
where there is a natural site for such 
an improvement. It is his plan to build 
winding driveways through his place his 
plan is to have the residence he is to 
erect, stand back about a half mile 
from Milwaukee avenue.

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Washington. .May 7.-The contempt 
of court Judgments upon Samuel Gom- 
poro. Frank Morrison and John Mitch- 
ell. offlcials of tho American Federa- 
lion of Labor, were sustained Monday 
by tho cdurt of appeals for tho District 
of Columbia, which, however, revised 
tho sentences to give Gompers 30 
onys Imprisonment and lino Mitchell 
and Morrison $500 each, with no Jail 
term. 

Tho chief Justice of tho court, dis- 
senting, hold that tho entire contempt 
Judgmont should bo reversed. 

Tho lower court gave Gompers ono 
year, Mitchell nine months and Morrl- 
■on six months without option of flno. 
All wore convicted of violating a court 
injunction In the noted Ducks Stovo 
v s N *n.a Range case. 

An appeal from the decision will bo 
taken to\ the Supremo court of the 
united Skates, if attorneys for tho la- 
bor leadel-s can find ground on which 
to ask the\ highest court to review tho 
Judgmont. J 

On a previous appeal to tho Supremo 
court tho Judgment was dismissed and 
tho contoW proceedings were 
brought nil over again. 

In tho previous action the decision 
of tho court be/ow holding the men In 
contempt was unanimous. 

The dissenting opinion of tho chief 
Justlco probably will present one ave- 
nue of further appeal. The case has 
been a hard-fought ono and -attracted 
wide attention bocause of the promi- 
nence of tho men involved. 

The contempt was alleged to have 
boen the publication of tho name of 
tho Bucka Stovo and Range company 
In a so-called "boycott list" in tho 
American Federation of Labor's maga- 
lino after it had been forbidden by tho 
court 

Mount Vernon, N. Y., May 7.— John 
Mitchell, vice-president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, when seen 
Monday at his home in regard to th* 
fine of $500 Imposed by the District of 
Columbia court of appeals, said: 

"I am disappointed that the court 
of apepals did not reverse the decision 
of the supreme court. I fully ex- 
pected that it would. For I feel that 
we should have been acquitted entire- 
ly. I cannot say Just what will be 
done now. though I believe an appeal 
•will be made to the United States 
Supreme court if any means can be 
found to do so. I have had no time 
to consult with pur attorneys at Wash- 
ington.

London Police Blame Militant Suf- 
— fraglats for Placing Infernal Ma- 
chine In Parcel Post. 

London, May 7.— A bomb containing 
sufficient nltro-glycerino to demolish 
the great building was found Monday 
among the packages collected by tho 
parcel post at the southeastern district 
post office.

Burial of Mgr. Denis O'Callaghan \r% 
South Boston Reveals Facts Con- 
cerning Quaint Little Structuro 
Erected Nearly Century. 

Boston.— With tho disbanding of tho 
cortege, numbering thousands, which 
escorted tho remains of' Mgr. Denla 
O'Callaghan, South Boston's beloved 
priest, to their last resting place with- 
in tho walla of St. Augustine's chapel, 
a few days ago, the strange fact de- 
veloped, through fragments of conver- 
sation overheard here and thore, that 
but 'few of all tho throng had ever 
before heard of tho quaint little brick 
structure on Dorchester street. South 
BoBton, or of tho llttlo cemetery 
which lies around it. i 

Yet that llttlo chapol and Its ceme- 
tery aro possessed of deep hlstorlo 
intereBt to New England Catholics, for 
tho cemetery was the first New Eng- 
land Boll consecrated to tho burial 
of Catholics exclusively, and within 
the walls of the chapel rest tho ashes 
of many of the ploneors among tho 
priests of what is now the archdio- 
cese of Boston. 

Nearly a century ago, in 1818 to bo 
exact, St. Augustine's cemetery waa 
established. Its setting aside was 
due to the sentimental regard of Bish- 
op John Cheverus, the first Catholic 
bishop of Boston, for tho compatriot 
and co-worker, Fr.

Parts.— The death of criminals 
upon a guillotine sot up in the Btroet 
in full view of tho public may soon bo 
abolished In France. A bill for the 
repeal of tho law providing for public 
executions of the death sentence Is 
now pending in the chamber of depu- 
ties. 

It is therefore probable that when 
the three— and possibly four— heads 
of tho notorious bandits of the Bonnot 
band of outlaws are chopped off by 
tho "Red Widow," as the French call 
tho guillotine, the gory spectacle may 
bo given In private. Should that be 
the case the motor bandits would bo 
tho first to "benefit" by the new law. 
Public beheadings are intended to 
inspire awe. The would-bo assassin 
is supposed to see the terrible end 
of fellowB such as he and refrain from 
committing tho deed. 

The reverse of the picture is said 
by many to be true. The hardened 
criminal usually meets his doom in a 
way that inspires other of his stamp 
with the notion that he is a real hero, 
for public beheadings furnish occasion 
for tho exhibition of a certain kind of 
bravado which has a Btrong appeal to 
the desperado type. • Senator de Chau- 
mie, ono of the leaders of the public 
beheading abolition movement, so 
Bays, adding that not only are such 
scenes disgusting beyond expression, 
but demoralizing in the extreme. 

Beheadings now take place at, sun- 
rise. The condemned man is kept in 
Ignorance of tho date of his death 
until ho la awakened to have Wb final 
toilet made for the knife. UntiJ that 
moment he has hopes of executive 
clemency, it being the Invariable rule 
to ask the president as a last resort to 
use his prerogative and show mercy. 
The scene usually is in aomo street 
near the prison In which the man Is 
confined. The narrower and more 
crooked that street, the better, since 
tho authorities desire as few of the 
rabble as ^possible to Bee the blade 
fall. Scores of, police and a large 
numtier of troops, on foot and a-horse, 
keep "the crowds back and only the 
officials, newspaper men and prison 
chaplain are grouped about the base 
of the guillotine. 

When several persons are beheaded 
they are brought out of the prison one 
at a tlmo, the last to die not seeing 
tho others meet their fate. . The crim- 
inal is tied to a sort of block which 
pivots In the middle; he is given a 
push, ho falls horizontal and the tri- 
angular blade descends. The head 
rolls into a basket on one side, tho 
body Is dumped into, a similar but 
longer receptacle on the other. Then 
the carcass la carted away at a gallop 
while tho headman's assistants .wash 
the guillotine with huge sponges, 
which they wring out in palls of 
water.

•Much of this sickening sUht as pos- 
sible is hidden from the puollc, which 
remains passive, or becomes demon- 
strative according as to whether the 
man 1b an ordinary criminal, or '-•pop- 
ular" or much disliked. If hated cries 
of "A mortl" and "Death to the mur- 
derer!" are heard as the knife falls. 

Senator Chaumlels against hiding 
the guillotine up a narrow streev or 
blind alley. In a speech before the 
senate he said he favored abolition of 
the guillotine as a public exhibition, 
but until the government should make 
the neceaaary laws, beheading should 
take place In the broad open day and 
in the most crowded squares -to be 
found.

chase of a Bmall plot of farming land .

In 1833 the chapel was enlarged to a 
seating capacity of 250, 

By 1845 the migration of* CathollcB 
from the Fort Hill Bection of Boston 
to South Boston served to overtax 
the capacity of the chapel, and Its 
use bb a place of worship was discon« , 
tinued and the Church of S3. Peter 
and Paul, on Broadway, near Dorches- 
ter avenue, waB erected. Fire danv 
aging the new church In 1848, the 
chapel waB again UBed for a few 
months. From then until 1868 it was 
UBed only for memorial masses. In 
that year it was made to serve aB the 
nucleus of the newly created St, Aug* 
UBtine's parish, to which Fr v O'Calr 
laghan was assigned as pastor. Since 
1871 the only service held ln the chap- 
el has been a monthly maaB for the 
dead.

OUT of tho land of the "Greaser** 
and Into the domain of the de- 
scendants of Montezuma rode 
a party of American civil and 
mining engineers one day In 
December. 

From the Texas border the party 
went by rail to Mexico City where a 
week was Bpent In seeing the sights of 
tho Mexican capital. 

When the outfit of the party had 
•been assembled, and servants hired, 
preparations were made to leave tho 
capital over a narrow gaugo railroad 
to Puebla, In tho state of tho same 
name. 

Like many of tho prosperous Mexi- 
can mining towns tucked away In tho 
mountains, the general public has 
'heard very little of Puebla except 
through the dispatches of tho "war 
correspondents." It Is a city of 92,000 
inhabitants. The shopB cater to the 
•lore of finery which has descended to 
the natives from the Spanish don. Ev- 
erywhere can be seen Americans, 
•most of whom aro Interested In some 
mining venture In the nearby moun- 
tains. 

On the way to Puebla the famous 
Tohuacan Springs are passed and tho 
drinking water furnished tourists for 
a hundred miles along tho railroad Is 
from the springs. No one seems to 
know Just why the water Is healthful 
but popular opinion says it is. 

After leaving Puebla tho party con- 
tinued along the railroad to Etla. 
Once the center of onyx mining, this 
little village has lost much of tho snap 
and enterprise that foreign adven- 
turers gave it in the past. It is a 
sleepy town now. 

i Oaxaca, home of the Diaz family 
and center of innumerable revolutions, 
was reached early one morning. When 
within 10 miles or so of the city, run- 
ners from all of the hotels in Oaxaca 
came on board and tried to book the 
party for their respective houses. 

At the train muscular peons took 
charge of luggage which waa heavy 
and numerous. These short, sturdy 
natives had no difficulty in slinging 
■ a trunk weighing 175 pounds onto a 
strap which they supported by a band 
around their foreheads. They carried 
the trunks up tho rough mountain trail 
to the hotel which was perched on a 
Bmall peak overlooking the lowland. 
They didn't stop when they had reach- 
ed the crest, but continued to the sec- 
ond floor of the hotel before taking tho 
trunks from their straps. 

Oaxaca and Vicinity. 
Oaxaca is the chief town of the state 
of Oaxaca. It la now a city of 32,000 
peraons. JUarez, revolutlonlat or sav- 
ior—It depends upon your politics in 
Mexico— lived there. It la about 7,- 
000 feet above sea level. Americans 
are numerous, as there are many silver 
and gold mines in the vicinity. Just 
south of Oaxaca aro many plantations 
that raise cotton, sugar cane and cof- 
fee. 

At Oaxaca the travelers left the rail- 
road and climbed tho mountain trail 
to Mlahuatlan. This town, situated 
about 70 miles from Oaxaca, has an 
electric lighting system. 

The road kept getting rougher. Fi- 
nally It was necessary to forsake the 
horses and hire ox carts. This plan 
worked fine until, thoughtlessly, the 
drivers were • given some advance 
wages. Too much pulque left the 
party without drivers, so an engineer 
was drafted as ox driver. The next 
day all of tho drivers returned for 
their JobB, and were hired of course. 

The engineer . crawled 40 miles up 
the mountains to the crest where a 
line piece of timber land, 13,000 acres, 
was situated. Part of this timber, 
which was all white pine, had been 
operated for turpentine. The forsak- 
en still of tho operators was found 
and later it was learned that the ven- 
ture had been a failure. There waa 
no way to. get the turpentine to mar- 
ket 

Several days were spent in this 
place of timber and during the time 
. villagers made life unpleasant for the 
men who were surveying the tract 
They Insisted,; begged and threatened 
.the engineers to give them the better 
of the deal. Disputes became frequent 
till finally a maglatrate waa found to 
settle them* Ambroslo Cortez, over 



100 yeara old, a dlroct doBcendnnt of 
the Spanish conqueror, was tho oraclo. 
Ho is a flno, intelligent specimen of 
manhood with all the fiery hauteur 
of his noted ancestor In his glance. 
His Judgment waa fair and final. 

Tho timber hero waa magnificent. 
Somo of the treea would cut out nine 
16-foot logs without hitting a branch. 
They are as straight as many tele- 
graph poles, and straighter than many 
others. 

Natives Are Poor. 

It waB now that observation of the 
peonB was most easily made. Llttlo 
Indications of any slavery were pres- 
ent. Of courso they are very poor. 
A hut mado of poles and thatched with 
coarse grass forms tho dwelling. Only 
one room Is made In tho house. 

Contrary to tradition and some re- 
cent writings, these peons aro not 
"greasers." They differ much from 
tho cattle-roping Mexican of the bor- 
der. They aro straight and clean- 
limbed. The muscles on both men 
and women are llko those of an ath- 
lete. 

Wherever there is a mountain 
stream, there you may see men and 
women taking their dally bath. Thoy 
wash clothes In tho streams also. 
Even tho Bervants which wore hired 
by tho day for 60 cents "Mex" or 25 
cents In American money, put on a 
Bpotleaa white cotton suit every morn- 
ing before chopping wood for tho 
breakfast fire. 

Everyone seems to dress In white cot- 
ton. Tho men wear loose trousers re- 
sembling pajamas, and shlrt-llko coats. 
The women have no set custom in 
dressing. 

Next to the corn tortillas, the na- 
tives like eggs better than any other 
article of food. Every hut is Bur- 
rounded by a dozen or more chickens. 
Dogs are without number. 

The Mexican of the mountains is a 
vegetarian, as one could tell easily 
if ho over watched a whole family 
digging beans from an earthen vessel. 
Tho dishes of most families are lim- 
ited to three or four rough earthen 
pots and every one eats out of these 
utensilb. 

During a Btay of several weeks in 
the wildest part of Mexico the party 
did not meet a single wild animal. A 
frightened deer, was seen once. 
Snakes are almost unknown In south- 
ern Mexico. The famed and danger- 
ous tarantula of the plains waa also 
absent 

Everpresent, however, wsb the 
maguey plant which furnishes all 
classes of Mexicans with intoxicating 
drinks. Pulque and mescal are mado 
from this plant. The first is a fer- 
mented drink, the latter distilled one. 
Either is sufllciently fiery to paaa as 
a substitute for alcohol. 

On the return trip a couple of days 
were spent at Oaxaca viewing the 
ruins of Mltla which havo puzzled ar- 
cheologists for years. It is said that 
Cortez found tho ruins In 1520. Hum- 
boldt, who traveled through Mexico in 
1729, visited them. Hla name can still 
be seen carved In tho bark of a tulo 
tree. 

Somo of tho rooms In tho ruined 
building are quite Intact. On the walls 
are many finely executed carvings 
which resemble somewhat those of tho 
Egyptians. No ono, even In the vi- 
cinity, seems to have the threads of 
the tradition which sometime must 
have surrounded the pile of stone.

x Bulgara at a People. 
According to Professor Rosier, in 
Encyclopedia Brltannlca, the Bulgara 
were originally a people of Finnish,' or 
Samoyede, race. The Bulgara are not 
ethnologlcally related to the Anglo- 
Saxons, Dutch, Swedes, Danes and 
Norwegians, who aro people Qf puro 
Teutonic or Scandinavian stock. The 
Bulgara, to the extent that thoy havo 
Finnlah blood in their velna, belong to 
tho Yel|ow, or Mongolian breed, whlla 
the racea Just enumerated are the verj 
cream of tho white breed of men. On 
account, however, of the endless mix- 
ing that, has gone on during the time 
that has elapsed since the Bulgara 
broken into Europe, It would be dim- 
cult to say what 'sort of blood at pres- 
ent predominates in them.

town hall has a more or less im- 
portant tower; the weigh house may 
have a tower, and also tho mint 
Sometimes tho tower Is a landmark 
for miles, like that of tho noblo 
church, at Dordrecht, which can bo 
seen on Its water-girt promontory 
from far up tho river, now concealed 
by trees, now emerging again as the 
bank curves. 

Among all Holland's many towers, 
threo stand out conspicuous In the 
memory, as being moro beautiful, 
more satisfying, moro stately in pro- 
portion than all tho rest. They are 
the towers of St. Martin at Gronlngen, 
St Mary at Amersfoort, and tho tow- 
er of tho village church at Rhenon. 

The tower of Amersfoort most hap- 
pily escaped destruction when the 
church, of which it waa a part, was 
blown up accidentally more than a 
hundred yeara ago, for not only la it 
intrinsically one of tho most beautiful 
towers In Holland, but it contains a 
peal of bells by tho renowned Fr. 
Hemony. Tho third tower, that of 
the Church of Rhenen, lies on the 
slopes of the Rhine. 

These three queenly towers have 
got a little sister, a very Cinderella 
among towers, forgotton and hidden 
away In a sort of chicken-run instead 
of a chimney corner. It is tho tower 
of the mint at Deventer. TouriBts 
never seem to go to Deventer, and if 
they did it is very unlikely that they 
would ever hear of tho tower of the 
mint. The initiated will lead the ad- 
venturous down an attractive nar- 
row passage to a small and dirty 
court surrounded by dilapidated red- 
roofed buildings. Here in one corner 
Is tho little old red^ brick gabled 
tower of tho mint, neglected and for- 
gotten, but possessed In its pictur- 
esque decay of a most engaging 
charm. 

Among tho most famous Dutch tow- 
ers Is that of the handsome florid 
Stadhuis at Middelburg, familiarly 
known as "Fond Betsy,". because It re- 
peats, at a respectful distance In 
time, tho quarter chimed by "Long 
John" of tho Abbey church. 

It 1b Impossible to catalogue half 
the towers of Holland. In beauty and 
variety they cannot be surpassed; 
and In thlB brief notlco, those of the 
mint at Amsterdam, of the Incomplete 
great landmark of Loouwarden, the 
beautiful example at Zalt-Bommel. 
and that of tho cathedral at St. Hert- 
zogenbosch can receive no moro than 
this mere mention.

Beginning In several counties of 
southwestern Illinois In 1910 a de- 
structive outbreak of chinch bugs bo- 
camo general over about twenty coun- 
ties In 1911, .badly Injuring hundreds 
of fields of wheat and oats, and kill- 
ing moro or loss completely many 
thousands of acres of corn. Tho area 
dangerously Infested In the following 
Bprlng (of 1912) included somo thirty 
southern counties; but tho weathor 
of the season proving much- more fa- 
vorablo to tho Infested crops than 
that of 1911, serious Injury In 1912 
was virtually limited to about ten 
counties within a semicircular dis- 
trict bounded by a curved line run- 
ning, at a distance of some sixty 
miles from East St. Louis, from Green 
county on tho north to Randolph 
county on tho south. 
Preliminary Work and Publication. 
Measures were takon to organize 
tho farmers of endangered counties 
for' co-operative defense against the 
chinch bug In the spring and summer 
of 1912. At tho district conferences 
of farmers* institute officers held In 
April, tho situation was described, 
and county officers were urged to or- 
ganize their counties for a general 
attack on tho chinch bug at the time 
of the wheat harvest. Following upon 
these conferences, mass meetings of 
farmers and business men were ad- 
dressed in several counties and early 
In May a seven-page circular was is- 
sued in an edition of 30,000 copies. 
Instruction as to Method. 
The chinch bug's escape from In- 
fested fields to feed and breed in 
other crops can best be prevented by 
surrounding each field with a line of 
thick, viscid, road oil, with postholes 
beBlde it some thirty feet apart Such 
a line can be made and kept effective 
long enough to catch virtually all the 
bugs In a field at a minimum expense 
of 35 cents a mile per day. A barrel 
of this oil, costing approximately 
$3.50, will serve the purpose of most 
farmers for this work. Coal tar may 
bo used for the purpose where road 
oil cannot possibly be obtained, but 
it must be much moro frequently re- 
newed to keep it effective, and It 1b 
thus more costly of labor and time. 
A well-made dusty furrow, with post- 
holes in the bottom, may serve a tem- 



porary purpose ( in very dry weather, 
but Is mado useless by rain. Chinch 
bugs may bo killed on corn, without 
injury to tho plant, by a tobacco 
preparation (black loaf 40*) greatly di- 
luted with weak soapsups. Before the 
season was over, it was found that 
tho tobacco extract was unnecessary; 
chinch bugs were killed by tho aoap 
solution alone, with no Injury to tho 
corn, If cheap rosin soaps were used 
at tho rate of a pound to six gallons 
of water. 

Substantial Progress Made. 
Important and very encouraging 
progress has been made during the 
last two years towards a solution of 
the problem of chinch-bug control In 
this state. Never until last year 
havo tho farmers of any considerable 
district of Illinois really undertaken 
to defend their crops against tho 
chinch bug, but when these lnsocts 
have appeared In their fields they 
have simply waited as patiently as 
they could until the weather over- 
came their enemies. Tho experience 
of 1911-12 has shown beyond question 
that It is possible to fight tho chinch 
bug successfully and economically, 
and that crops endangered may bo 
saved, even undor very unfavorable 
conditions— much the moro easily and 
certainly, however, if owners com- 
bine and co-operate by neighbor- 
hoods. 

The field assistants have reported 
chinch bugs present in their winter 
quarters In sufficient numbers to 
theraten a severe infestation of farm 
crops In sixteen southwestern Illinois 
counties during the coming year. The 
area dangerously Infested at the pres- 
ent time extends as far north as San- 
gamon, Morgan and Adams counties, 
south to Washington county, and east 
to Include the western half of Marion 
county. The bugs will spread to un- 
certain distances when they como out 
of their winter quarters, and scatter 
on the wing in search of food plants 
and places In which to lny their eggB. 
A considerable extension of this area 
In various directions is thus quite 
possible. 

Measures are being taken to organ- 
ize the counties threatened, for co- 
operative work against the chinch 
bug and to supply -materials at coat, 
according, to tho plan found highly 
successful in several counties last 
year.

THE ECONOMICS OF 
FARM MANAGEMENT 



By DAVID KINLEY, 
Dean of the Graduate School, Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 

There ore two aspects to farm man- 
agement Ono comprises the applica- 
tion of the natural sciences, chemis- 
try, physics and biology, to farming 
together with technical skill In hand- 
ling tho implements. The other as- 
pect of farming has to do with the 
economics and financial side. Two 
men may be equally well educated in 
scientific farming; they may havo 
equally good farms; they may even 
plant or sow the same crops; yet the 
profits of tho two on equal capital 
may bo different 

Tho reason is that one may know 
better how to handle men than the 
other does. He may be able to read 
the signs of tho market, follow tho 
course of prices, get better facilities 
for getting his produce to market, 
and perhaps get better prices for It 
after it gets there. Moreover, ho 
may know just where the leakages 
are in his expense. Ho will know 
what each thing costs him and wha't 
the net profit on It la. In this aspect, 
farm management is an economic and 
financial question. The , farmer Is 
obliged nowadays to ask himself not 
only what his soil is best adapted for, 
but such, questions as those: 

What aro the products for which the 
market next season Is likely to be 
bost? What are the cheapest routes 
and ways of transportation? How 
Bhall I divide my capital among tho 
various farming operations to got the 
largest net profit? Shall I put all my 
capital Into one crop or Bhall I di- 
versify my operations? If I diversify 
them, in what way shall I do so? Shall 
I put "so much" and, if so. "how 
much" into dairying, how much into 
truck garden products, how much into 
corn, how much into wheat, and so 
on? 

Hero Is a man with, for example, 
$100,000 which he' wants to invest in 
agriculture. Some of it he will put 
In the purchase of land; "Where shall 
he buy? If he Is wise, he will study 
not only tho kind of soil in the differ- 
ent neighborhoods that • he has In 
mind, but the nearness' of a farm to 
railroads, means of communication, 
the distance to market for the particu- 
lar kind of product that his soil is 



best fitted for, tho supply of labor, 
and so on. 

It Is entirely possible that some of 
these external conditions may be such 
as to make It moro profitable for him 
to use that soil for- raising an article 
that It Is chemically loss suited for 
than It would bo* for something else. 
If he has a market near at hand for 
a crop which Is, so to speak, the sec- 
ond best that the farm Is chemically 
fitted for, he will very likely make 
more by raising that crop for which 
there Is a demand than by raising 
any other. If the land he selects is 
near a great city, he may do best to 
devote himself to truck farming. 

Having determined his location, he 
now asks hlmBelf, How shall I distri- 
bute my Investment? Shall I put all 
my working capital In one kind of 
farming and raise one crop, shall I 
vary my industries, devoting part of 
my capital to dairying, part to truck 
gardening, and the rest to wheat or 
corn or oats, or all three? The answer 
to these questions will depend not 
only upon tho character of tho soil, 
but upon the other conditions that 
havo already been montlonod. But 
there Is more to be said. After he has 
determined how to apportion his cap^ 
ltal, he must so conduct his operations 
as to know which Is tho most profit- 
able. It is necessary for him to keep 
accounts. This does not Involve a 
deep knowledge of bookkeeping, but 
he should keep statements of tho cost 
of all operations, all expenses and oth- 
er matters, so that at tho end of a 
year or two ho can tell which divi- 
sion of his farm Is most profitable. 
He may be ablo then to decide that 
ho will make moro by diminishing 
some farm operations and enlarging 
others, or, perhaps, by taking on 
something entirely new. 

For some years, we have been 
studying this general subject In an 
elementary way at tho university. We 
havo prepared a simple form of farm* 
accounts which is now being applied 
in certain districts of the state with 
the hope that those who are kindly 
using it and furnishing us some data 
will give us material' out of which wo 
may learn something useful on the 
subject*. It Is a matter of concern ..to" 
tho farmer that this line of work 
should be developed and it Is tho hope 
that through the co-operation of the 
school of commerco and tho college 
of agriculture a sufficient amount of 
money will be set aside for the pur» 
po'so to enable them to do' what Is 
best

DI80RDERLINESS A THING TO BE 
CORRECTED EARLY. 



Responsibility Rests with Mother 

When She Allows Bad Habits to 

Become a Settled Thing In 

the Life of Offspring. 

If I had only realized when I was a 
child how much more work It made to 
have people disorderly and careless 
about their things I am sure I should 
have been more careful. But I didn't 
realize, writes Ruth Cameron In the 
Milwaukee Sentinel. 

That is the oft expressed sentiment 
of one young' woman who has recently 
gone to housekeeping in a home of her 
own. And I fancy there are many of j 
us who could say the same thing— wo j 
didn't realize! And not about that ' 
matter only, but about many matters. 
I have heard it said that children 
are naturally selfish. I beg to differ. 
I think they are naturally full of the 
most generous Impulses. But I do 
admit that they are naturally thought- 
less and that la what makes them 
fieem selfish. It is not that they would 
be deliberately selfish and unkind; It 
3s just that they have lived so short a 
time that they do not understand the 
trouble and pain and self-denial they 
may be the cause of— they just don't 
realize! 



For instance, take the very matter 
of which the young housewife spofce. 
This mother had a daughter who was 
terribly slack about leaving things 
around. She would come into the 
house and leave her coat on one chair 
and her fur on another, throw her 
gloves on the table and put her hat- 
pins on the mantelpiece and only put 
away her hat because she waB afraid 
something would happen to the feath- 
ers If she didn't. Her mother talked 
and talked to no avail. Finally she 
decided to make the daughter realize 
th« trouble she was causing, so she 
told her that for the next week she. 
the mother, wosld not pick up one 
thing that any of the children left ly- 
ing around, that her daughter must 
keep the house in order as a punish- 
ment for past misdeeds and that If 
she failed to do so she would not be 
allowed to go to a certain function to 
which she was looking forward.

Much Is being said at present about* 
the value of soil analyses. There ia 
considerable difference of opinion as 
to the type of analysts which la giv- 
ing the fullest Information. 

One school maintains that a chemi- 
cal analyst la final In its informa- 
tion, whllo another school of longer 
standing maintains that a mechanical 
analysis is more important than an 
actual chemical analysis. 'Still a third 
school Is Bheddlng considerable light 
on the soli problem through its bac- 
teriological investigations. 

The average farmer cannot wait for 
the doctors to agree. In fact, he need 
not wait for a settlement of such a 
controversy. It is true that all three 
forms of analyses mentioned will give 
valuable Information concerning the 
nature of any given soil, but they are 
all limited, in that they do not distin- 
guish between the plantfood that the 
plant can make use of, and that which 
is unavailable. 

However, nature Is her own indica- 
tor. If the farmer can read the signs 
in his crops and soils, there Is no rea- 
son why he cannot analyze his own 
conditions satisfactorily. If there is 
no clover growing in his fields, If the 
grass growth Is spindly and pale 
green In color, and if sheep sorrel Is 
found growing and moss is found on 
the surface of the soil, there is clear 
evidence of a sour condition of the 
soil. Such a condition may demand 
immediate attention to drainage. If 
sufficient drainage, either natural or 
artificial, haB been provided, condi- 
tions, Buch as* mentioned above, clear- 
ly Indicate the need of Hmo in somo 
form to neutralize the sourness of 
the soil.

the moisture which falls during the 
winter months, for it Is upon this 
store of moisture that vegetables de- 
pend largely, and not upon tho sum* 
mer showers. 

Speaking generally, the garden 
should be dug or plowed deeply ln the 
fall. The soil, lying exposed to the 
alternate frosts and thaws of win- 
ter is greatly benefited by these 
changes of temperature. If there is 
no clover found among the grass 
around the garden, and if peas or 
beans do not do well ln it, the gar- 
dener should apply lime at about 
1,000 pounds per acre. This can be 
distributed upon the soil early ln the 
spring and worked ln aa the seed bed 
is prepared. 

Good barn manure is used very ex- 
tensively for gardens on account of 
the splendid effect which it haB on 
the physical conditions of the soli, and 
the fact that It supplies considerable 
of the elements of plantfood. How- 
over, especially for such crops as po- 
tatoes, onions, corn, cabbage, and for 
such fruits as strawberries, this plant- 
food is unbalanced. For these crops 
gardeners have obtained good results 
from supplying plantfood in the form 
of. fertilizers at tho rate of about 
1,000 pounds per acre. A • suitable 
fertilizer should provide about three 
to five per cent ammonia, six to eight 
per cent available phosphoric acid, 
and three to. six per cent potash. Tula 
additional plantfood should be worked 
into the soil as the seedbed la being 
prepared. It la also good practice to 
apply same -In tho rows, taking care, 
however, thaJUhls plantfood la mixed 
-wim the soil before the seed la 
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ea dizziness, or letters 
wi|l give relief. Prjces
